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One man was killed, and 61 per- 
sons were injured, some seriously, in 
two accidents yesterday. 

The driver of a private car was 
killed and his wife and two daughters 
were seriously injured in a collision 
with an army truck in Ashdod. Three 
soldiers in the truck were injured. 

The accident, at 5:30 p.m. on the 
southern coastal road at the Ashdod 
junction, brought to nine the num- 
ber of persons killed in traffic acci- 
dents since last Friday. Eight per- 
sons were killed in two crashes on 
Friday, one involving a car and a 
train at a level crossing. 

The army truck, heading south 
towards Ashkelon, veered off the 
road, returned to the road and then 
careered into the oncoming lane of 
traffic. It was hit by the private car in 
the northbound lane. 

Micbeiel Asulin, 32, of the Ayanot 
Agricultural School near Nes Ziona. 
was killed. His wife, Tikva, and 
daughters aged three and six were 
fously injured. Names of the in- 
jured soldiers were not released. 

Thetojured were taken to Kaplan 
Hospital in Rehovot and Barzilai 
Hospital in Ashkelon. 


In Rishon Lezion, 55 people were 
injured, one seriously, when two 
Egged buses and a private car col- 
lided at 5 p.m. 

The No. 3 bus was heading from 
U\e eastern part of the city towards 
the centre of town when it was hit on 
the left by another bus at the in- 
tersection of Sderot Yerushalayim 
and Rehov Hashomer. The collision 
sent the No. 3 bus into a private car. 

The car was totally wrecked and 
one of its passengers was lightly 
injured. 

Within a few minutes, 10 Magen 
David Adorn ambulances arrived at 
the scene and took the injured to 
Assaf Harofeh Hospital. 

An IDF officer who arrived on the 
scene from a military base organized 
soldiers to take the injured to a 
shady spot and gave first aid. 

Among the injured were five who 
suffered moderate injuries including 
two babies. Fifteen children riding 
the local bos were hurt. Passengers 
suffering head injuries were taken to 
Tel Hashomer Hospital. 

Police investigators said one of the 
two drivers bad failed to yield the 
right of way. (Itim) . 


Inspector-General David Kraus: 


Albin questioned about 
three ‘serious crimes’

Michael Albin. the Tel Aviv finan- 
cier who fell to his death from a 
police station window last weekend, 
refused to answer questions posed 
by investigators at work on at least 
three separate cases of “serious 
crimes” involving “billions of 
shekels,” in which Albin was a prime 
suspect, police Inspector-General 
David Kraus said yesterday. 

More arrests are likely in the 
cases, he said. . . 

Speaking at a news briefing after 
receiving an internal report on the 
circumstances of Albin’s death. 
Kraus said that Albin went^to the 
^ national fraud squad headquarters 
1 last Friday morning prepared to 
spend time in detention for inter- 
rogation. Both prior to his arrest and 
~ on Saturday morning, a few hours 
before be fell to his death, he con- 
sulted with an attorney, said Kraus. 

He brought a change of clothes 
and there werenoin dications of any 
mental instability that might have 
warranted precautions concerning a 
possible suicide attempt, the 
inspector-general said. 

Yesterday Kraus confirmed the- 
existence erf three cases: suspected 
- illegal transactions on the Tel Aviv 
stock market; embezzlement of 
funds into personal accounts from 


companies owned by international 
financier Shaul Eisenberg, Albin’s 
former boss; and the defrauding of a 
company that Kraus declined to 
name. 

Kraus refused to divulge particu- 
lars involving the three cases, but it 
has been reported that Albin was 
suspected of misappropriating more 
than $2m. from Eisenberg. 

There have been reports that the 
inquiry into Albin’s suspected illegal 
transactions involved the period 
when, as owner of Ata, he apparent- 
ly used fictitious buying agents to 
drive the price of the textile firm's- 
shares up by a factor of 25. 

Other ..reports say the police 
wanted to/ask Albin about a SI 0m. 
Industry Ministry investment in the 
textile firm, which Albin had prom- 
ised to put into rejuvenation of the 
company’s aging equipment, but 
which, it is suspected, went into the 
stock exchange. 

Held overnight with a fraud sus- 
pect and a first-time offender who 
assaulted a police officer, in a special 
Abu Kabir lock-up cell used for 
first-time and white-collar offen- 
ders, Albin suffered “no undue 
pressure” from being held, said 
Kraus. 

During Saturday’s questioning by 
a chief superintendent and a chief

Blizzards, rains disrupt 
traffic on land and water 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Summer gales 
and blizzards raged again over West- 
ern Europe's mountain areas yester- 
day, with. 10 reported dead in Au- 
stria arid three climbers killed in the 
Swiss and French Alps. 

Torrential rains caused the 
Danube River to overflow in parts of 
Austria and it was closed to ship- 
ping. Troops helped to dear the 
main road through the Brenner Pass, 
one of Europe’s key north-south 
routes, and rail traffic between West 
Germany and Italy was diverted 
through Switzerland. 

• Soldiers were called in to help 
clear maio roads across the Brenner 
Pass, now partly reopened after 
being closed by landslides on Tues- 


day. But rail traffic was still cut on 
the route, one of Europe’s key 
north-south communications lines. 

Federal railways officials said 
landslides had blocked the tracks, 
causing traffic between West Ger- 
many and Italy to be diverted 
through Switzerland. The 
Innsbruck-Brennex line was later 
cleared, as was the line west from the 
Tyrolean city; 

Innsbruck, capital of Tyrol pro- 
vince which is packed with tourists, 
was one of the worst affected places. 
All rail lines into the city were cut by 
lands Kps and several districts 
flooded when the Inn River over- 
flowed- Seven of the 10 deaths were 
in Tyrol.

Peres tells Whitehead: 

Israel wants to start 


peace talks immediately

Israel would like to start direct 
peace negotiations with Jordan and 
the Palestinians immediately. 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres yester- 
day told visiting U.S. Deputy Secret- 
ary of State ‘John Whitehead. 

Whitehead, who arrived in Israel 
after visiting Egypt and Jordan, told 
Peres that he found that King Hus- 
sein is interested in continuing the 
peace process, according to officials 
in the Prime Minister's Office. 
Whitehead did not, however, say in 
the luncheon meeting with Peres 
when the U.S. would respond to the 
list of Palestinian delegates who wish 
to meet with Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy. Whitehead 


was accompanied in all his visits by 
the new U.S. American ambassa- 


dor, Thomas Pickering. 

Peres, who reviewed Israel's posi- 
tions for the guest, stressed Israel's 


strong view's of any talks with the 
PLO. 

Whitehead beard the same mes- 
sage on the PLO in the afternoon 
when he met with Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 
The foreign minister also stressed 
Israel’s objections to any meeting 
between Murphy and the Palestinian 
delegation as now proposed. 

Shamir said the only purpose of 
such a meeting would be to secure 
American recognition of the PLO 
and quoted an article by one of the 
delegates. Khalid AJ-Hassan which 
called for the continuation of the 
“armed struggle" which Shamir said 
meant terrorism. 

Larliei in the day, Whitehead met 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek. 
who after a breakfast meeting, took 
his guests to the Liberty Bell Park to 
see Jewish and Arab children play- 
ing in the same area.

Soviets seen pushing for 
role in peace process

WASHINGTON. - The Soviet Un- 
ion has intensified its campaign to 
convene an international conference 
on tihe Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Authoritative diplomatic sources 
in Washington yesterday said the 
new Soviet foreign minister, Eduard 
Shevardnadze, appeared to go out of 
his way to underline this point during 
his meeting last week in Helsinki 
with Secretary of State George 
Shultz. 

The sources said the Shultz- 
Shevardnadze exchange on the Mid- 
dle East did not break any new 
ground. But what was interesting to 
the U.S. side was the strong emph- 
asis given by the Soviet foreign 
minister to the notion of an interna- 
tional conference. 

Israeli Ambassador to the U.S. 
Meir Rosenne yesterday met with 
the chief U.S. arms control nego- 
tiator, Max Karnpelman, to discuss 
the most recent developments in- 
volving the Soviet Union. 

U.S. officials, while welcoming 
the apparently improved atmos- 
phere in U.S. ^Soviet ties in recent 


weeks, have insisted that no real 
substantive changes ( have been forth- 
coming on the emigration of Soviet 
Jews. 

In the past, the Reagan adminis- 
tration has made a greater Soviet 
diplomatic involvement in Arab- 
Israeli peace negotiations condition- 
al on such issues as an easing of 
Soviet harassment of Jews and the 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
with Israel. 

U.S. and Israeli officials yester- 
day agreed that the Soviets were 
very anxious to become more in- 
volved in the diplomatic process, 
and were therefore pushing for an 
international conference which they 
could co-chair with the U.S. 

This was also underscored yester- 
day by an article that appeared on 
the Op-Ed Page of The New York 
Times. Robert Davydkov, who 
writes about the Middle East for 
Novosti, a Soviet government press 
agency, called on Israel to partici- 
pate in an international conference 
along the lines of the 1973 Geneva 
Convention.

Trade deficit

The country’s trade deficit in the 
first seven months of this year total- 
led $1 ,148.8 million, down by 35 per 
cent compared to the same figure 
last year when the deficit was 
$1 ,753m. 

The foreign trade figures released 
yesterday by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics are the latest in a series of 
positive indicators that have boosted 
the government’s claims that its eco- 
nomic policy is succeeding. 

Last month’s figures showed a 66 
per cent drop in the trade deficit as 
compared to July 1984: $135.3m. 
compared to $400m. 

Imports of goods between January 
and July totalled S4,549m.. 7.5 per 
cent less than in the corresponding 
period in 1984. 

Exports in the same January-Juiy 
period were $3,407 m.. an increase 
of 7.6 per cent over the correspond- 
ing 1984 period. 

After adjusting for seasonal fac- 
tors. the bureau reported that the 
trade gap was 36 per cent lower in 
June-July than in April-May. This 
reflected a large drop in fuel im- 
ports. 

Also after adjusting for seasonal 
factors, the average monthly trade 
gap for the first seven months of the 
year was 18 per cent below the 
average for the second half of 1984. 

Imports ofV^onsumer goods in 
January-July were 9 per cent less 
than in the same period last year, 
reflecting a 23 per cent drop in the 
imports of consumer durables. 

Imports of production inputs, ex- 
cluding fuel, did not drop during 
January-July. but the purchase of 
fuel and fuel products abroad fell 
from S973m. in the first seven 
months of 1984 to $772m. to end of 
July 1985.

Arab summit opens with 
five key seats empty 


CASABLANCA. - The first Arab 
summit conference for nearly three 
years opened last night, but key 
moderate leaders were absent and 
Syria and other radical states boycot- 
ted it. 

Sixteen of the 21 Arab League 
members turned up for the meeting, 
opened by an address from Moroc- 
co's King Hassan in the ornate royal 
palace of the nation's economic 
capital. 

Moroccan television showed the 
empty seats of five states boycotting 
the session - Syria, Algeria, South 
Yemen, Lebanon and Libya. 

In a last-minute change of agenda, 
the five-year-old Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq was added as a third 
item, sources close to the Iraqi de- 
legation said. Main subjects under 
discussion are the normalization of 
inter-Arab relations and the Palesti- 


nian issue. 

The sources said the summit was 
expected to set up a conciliation 
committee to tour Arab capituls and 
try to solve disputes and set a date 


for an ordinary summit in Riyadh. 

Earlier, Arab leaders held last- 
minute meetings and made phone 
calls in an atterapr to rescue or 
change the course of the summit, 
whose call for unity was being 
swamped by division even before it 
opened. 

There were also reports of meet- 
ings between individual Arab lead- 
ers. and of phone calls by Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi, one of 
the key heads of state refitting to 
attend, to chiefs of other Middle 
East and North African nations. 

Libya’s chief delegate, Ahmed el- 
Shahati, left Casablanca suddenly 
Tuesday after angry exchanges at a 
preliminary meeting of Arab foreign 
ministers over Libyan attempts to 
have the summit condemn Iraq for 
its war with Iran, and Jordan and the 
PLO for their joint initiative for 
peace with Israel. 

Some Libyan delegates remained 
in Casablanca yesterday but it was 
uncertain whai. if any. role they 
would play in the summit.

- Negotiations be- 
tween government employers 
and the Civil Service Union over 
the reduction of the public sector 
workforce are expected to begin 
within the next few days, union 
secretary Reuven Ben -Ami told 


The Jerusalem Post last night 


But Ben-Ami stressed that the fact 
that negotiations were beginning did 
not mean the union accepted the 
principle of dismissals. During the 
first 14-day stage of the negotiations, 
the union intends proposing a varie- 
ty of measures which, it maintains, 
will make the system more efficient 
without resort to dismissals. 

The process will begin when the 
heads of the union's branches 
throughout the country receive in- 
vitations from the employers to open 
negotiations. Ben-Ami said that 
Civil Service Commissioner A v ra- 
il am Natan had told him ibat the 
invitations were despatched yester- 
day. 

Ben-Ami reiterated that the union 
would not agree to a shortening of 
the dismissals process as set out in 
the Civil Service Code. However. 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 
Chairman Haim Haberfeld said the 
Histadrut would advise the union 
leaders to agree to a shortening after 
the first stages of the process had 
been completed and agreement on 
matters of principle. 

Natan, Ben- Ami and Haberfeld 
met at Histadrut headquarters here 
yesterday, following the agreement 
reached between the government 
and the Histadrut on Tuesday night 
to conduct labour relations 'within 
the framework of existing labour 
agreements. 

Despite Natan’s charges after the 


meeting that Ben-Ami was attemp- 
ting to drag out the process, the 
union's position that the process 
must be conducted according to the 
book appeared to have prevailed. 

The government's insistence on 
shortening the process stems from a 
desire to avoid the designated first 
stage in which proposals for avoiding 
dismissals can be raised by either 
side. TTie government would prefer 
to begin with discussions on the 
logistics of the dismissals. 

The union is adamant, however, 
that the established procedure be 
adhered to. When the two sides 
meet, union secretaries will propose 
that dismissals be avoided by offer- 
ing preferential benefits to those 
choosing early retirement, by facili- 
tating mobility between depart- 
ments. by halting work contracted to 
private firms, and by going over to a 
five-daywork week. 

The dismissals process as estab- 
lished in the Civil Service Code is as 
follows: negotiations between em- 
ployers and union branch heads over 
the iieed for dismissals - 14 days; 
negotiations between the union sec- 
retariat and the Civil Service Com- 
mission - 14 days; negotiations be- 
tween management and work com- 
mittees at the individual work place 
- 21 days: committee stage on details 
of those to be dismissed - up to 10 
days; review committee - 14 days; 
and agreed arbitration - seven days. 

Haberfeld also met yesterday with 
Treasury wages director HiUel 
Duda'i on the issue of wage supple- 
ments and allowances that the Treas- 
ury refused to adjust last month. Tbe 
Histadrut maintains that Tuesday’s 
agreement to conduct labour rela- 
tions according to existing labour 
relations means that the allowances 
must be adjusted monthly in line 
with inflation. 


Storm over Jewish, 
Arab youth meetings

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon yesterday asked the head of 
the ministry's religious education di- 
vision. Ya'acov Hadani. not to dis- 
tribute his planned directive forbid- 
ding meetings between religious 
Jewish youth and Arab youth, the 
ministry announced. 

Navon said he would meet Hadani 
soon to clear up the matter, and that 
if necessary, he would also meet the 
chief rabbis. 

Hadani had reportedly planned to 
distribute the directive on Septem- 
ber 1, the beginning of the new 
school year. 

Speaking on Israel Radio yester- 
day. Hadani said the Jewish-Arab 
meetings - which have been strongly 
promoted by the ministry - “could 
lead to intermarriage between the 
two populations." Hadani claimed 
this Fear was shared by Arab reli- 
gious leaders. 

Asked how he would react if simi- 
lar prohibitions were to be made 
abroad against contact with Jews. 
Hadani said he would welcome them 
as they would protect Jewish chil- 
dren from assimilation. 

Last- week the Chief Rabbinical 
Council came out against an Educa- 
tion Ministry publication which calls 
for meetings of Jewish and Arab 
pupils. The council implied such 
meetings could lead to violations of 
kashrui. 


Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz 
told Israel Radio yesterday that he 
supports Hadani’s position. “If we 
look at Jewish history, the greatest 
danger to the Jewish people in all 
generations has been assimilation," 
Peretz said. 

Navon repeated yesterday that his 
ministry would not only continue but 
increase such meetings to strengthen 
education for ’democracy and fight 
racism. 

But he noted that he is aware of 
special problems connected to reli- 
gion. relating to kashrui and meet- 
ings between the sexes. 

Education Ministry director- 
general Eliezer Shmueli said yester- 
day that Hadani’s authority to issue 
directives against the meetings is by 
no means certain. 

He added that there h'as been an 
extensive programme involving Jew- 
ish and Arab teachers and pupils 
during the past year, in which youth 
from religious schools did partici- 
pale. ___ 

Secondary School Teachers Asso- 
ciation secretary Shoshana Bayer 
called for Hadani ’s dismissal. 

Knesset members Shcvah Weiss 
(Alignment). Chaike Grossman 
(Mapam). and Tawfik Toubi 
(Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality) sent Navon cables, term- 
ing Hadani’s attitude "racist" and 
"smacking of Kahanism."

Some goods sold 
at discount prices

Likud, religious parties 
meet to strengthen ties

TEL AVIV. - Likud leaders yester- 
day strove to strengthen their hond 
with the religious panics, against a 
background, of increasingly frequent 
overtures by Labour, apparently 
with an eye to setting up a narrow 
coalition without the Likud. 

In the first such meeting since the 
establishment of the national unity 
government last year, the Likud 
ministers convened at the offices of 
Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir yester- 
day with representatives of Shas, 
Morasha and Agudat Yisrael. 

Complaints by the religious par- 
ties about alleged violations of the 
status quo on religious affairs formed 
the ostensible reason for the meet- 
ing. And the Likud ministers did 
hear a long list of complaints and 
requests which Shamir promised to 
take up with Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. 

But the underlying motive for the 
meeting was pointed up by the deci- 
sion to bold such get-togethers more 
often. 

The Likud is more and more 
sceptical about the implementation 
of the rotation agreement with 
Labour, with the party believing that 
Labour will bring down the govern- 
ment as the scheduled switchover 
nears. 

But greater than the fear of 
Labour-initiated early elections is 
the fear that Labour may succeed in 
setting up an alternative narrow. 
Labour-led coalition. 


SLA claims Syrians 
behind latest attacks

Sources at headquarters of the 
South Lebanon Army claim that 
Syrian intelligence is trying to bring 
about the collapse of the SLA. They 
point out that suicide bombers are 
being sent from the Syrian- 
controlled Beka’a Valley against 
SLA targets. 

Tuesday's attack with an 
explosives-iaden mule on SLA head- 
quarters in Hasbaya was followed 
yesterday by a gun and grenade 
attack on an SLA post in the village 
of Sajout, in which an SLA soldier 
was killed. 

The gunmen fired light weapons at 
the SLA position and tossed two 
grenades at it, critically injuring one 
of the soldiers manning it. The SLA 
man died later in the Marjayoun 
hospital. 

However, a senior Israeli defence 
source played down suggestions that 
the Syrians were behind the attacks 
on the SLA. 

Describing the situation as grave, 
the source noted that these attacks 
were nothing new. While some of 
them were the work of pro-Syrian 
Lebanese groups, the bulk of the 


attacks were initiated by the Shi'ite 
Amal organization, he said. 

Amal had been the most promin- 
ent hostile organization prior to the 
IDFs withdrawal from Lebanon. 
Now that the IDF had only a limited 
force in the security zone, the SLA 
drew most of the fire, he said. 

In a difference area of South 
Lebanon, near the village of Ras 
Bayada. two rocket-propelled gre- 
nades were fired at an SLA road- 
block yesterday. No one was injured. 

Hostile gunmen have been firing 
at SLA forces mainly from north of 
the South Lebanon security zone, 
but there are occasional attempts to 
attack the SLA and IDF soldiers 
from within the zone. 

The SLA has been directing heavy 
fire at the gunmen and maintaining 
lookouts and ambushes in an 
attempt to prevent hostile forces, 
particularly suicide attackers, from 
entering the zone. 

Gashes were reported yesterday 
between Unifil soldiers from the 
Nepalese contingent and SLA men, 
particularly near the village of 
Ya’atar. 


‘Don’t turn out the lights 
without alerting residents’

The Energy Ministry has warned 
the Arab-owned East Jerusalem 
Electric Company to pay more 
attention to its consumers' needs, 
such as when it must cut off power to 
permit repair and maintenance work 
on its lines. 

The warning came in a letter from 
Ram Haviv. the ministry’s deputy 
director-general for electricity mat- 
ters, on orders from Minister Moshe 
Shahal. 

A ministry spokesman said Shahal 
acted after “many" residents of the 
capital's new Jewish suburbs served 
by the company became enraged, 
and complained about the shutdown 
of electricity almost without prior 
notice on July 23. 

Describing the company’s action 


as “improper and entirely unaccept- 
able," Haviv wrote that the electric 
company waited until the last day 
before announcing the power sus- 
pension, for repairs, with its only 
formal notice being an obscurely 
placed advertisement in a single 
morning newspaper. 

In the future. Haviv said, more 
care must be taken when power is to 
be cut off. The consumers must be 
given ample time to prepare for the 
no-electricity situation and ads must 
be inserted in several newspapers. 
Announcements must also be made 
on the radio and posters must be 
attached to lamp poles and street 
bulletin boards. 

If a neighbourhood council exists, 
it must be informed of the impending 
power shutdown, Haviv added. 
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There are rumours in both 
Labour and the Likud of feelers put 
out by Labour to the religious par- 
lies. It is said these parties have been 
told that concessions can be wrested 
from Mapam and even from the 
Citizens Rights Movement, and that 
a coalition with them should not be 
ruled out. 

Internal friction and divisions in 
the Likud make the party less attrac- 
tive to the religious as a powerful 
alternative, and the fear in the Likud 
is that a party like Shas no longer 
categorically rules out partnership 
with Labour. 

In an endeavour to cement the 
alliance with the religious parties, 
Likud ministers had to hear out a 
long list of grievances, which In- 
terior Minister Yitzhak Peretz of 
Shas later said included the opera- 
tion on the Sabbath of the Canion 
Ayalon shopping mall, the Haifa 
cable cars and a number of swim- 
ming pools in neighbourhoods which 
Peretz described as largely popu- 
lated by Orthodox residents. 

**We .will not abide by this 
wholesale desecration of the Sab- 
bath and depanure from the status 
quo." the Shas minister said. 
i Peretz also raised the issue of 
what he called “that missionary uni- 
versity” set up by the Mormons in 
Jerusalem. He asked Shamir to act 
against what he deems attempts to 
engage in large-scale missionary 
activities here. Peretz described Sha- 
mir as “sympathetic - as any good, 
warm Jew would be." 


Three soldiers get citations

Turai Eilon Wertheim received 
his citation for his part in a clash with 
the enemy on March 30 in South 
Lebanon. 

Wertheim’s squad was on foot 
patrol near Ansar when they disco- 
vered a roadside bomb.

attacked the gunmen who had 
placed the bomb, and during the 
clash the commander of the squad 
and another soldier were injured. 
The group of gunmen was wiped out. 

At the end of the attack, Werth- 
eim took command of the squad, 
arranged for care of the wounded, 
positioned the soldiers and reported 
on the incident to his commanders. 
He was cited for his bravery and 
leadership ability. 

■ Orr congratulated the soldiers and 
said: “We still haven’t solved the 
problem of tenor, at home or in 
Lebanon, though Lebanon is quieter 
now.” 


Film on Holocaust horrors 
to be shown in Poland

PARIS (JTA). - Poland will show 
both on television and in cinemas the 
nine-hour film Sho'a (Holocaust), 
which details the horrors of the 
Holocaust and recalls some of the 
worst incidents nflocal collaboration 
with the Nazis. The screening, first 
decried by the Warsaw government 
as "anti-Polish propaganda" was 
announced last night by the Polish 
government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban. 

The film's director and producer. 
Claude Lanzmann, confirmed in 
Paris that he had reached an agree- 
ment with the Polish government. 

Lanzmann said that the Polish 
authorities wanted to show only 
parts of the film on television. 


arguing that nine hours is too long. 
When Lanzmann refused, apparent- 
ly fearing that some of the scenes 
decrying Polish collaborators might 
be cut. Warsaw suggested a shor- 
tened version on TV and the full film 
in one or more cinemas. He said he 
agreed to this and the film will short- 
ly be screened in the country where 
the Holocaust took place. 

When the film was first screened 
in France, the Polish embassy for- 
mally asked the French government 
to prevent its screening becasue of 
“its serious anti-Polish insinua- 
tions.” 

The film has not yet been shown 
on French nr any other television 
network in the world.

Settlers shift West Bank strategy 

Gush plans bigger towns, not more

TEL AVTV. - Gush Emunim has 
concluded there are enough small 
Jewish settlements in the West Bank 
so it will now tty to turn Eli, along 
the Nablus-Ramallah road, into a 
full-fledged town. 

Eli, which is a fairly new settle- 
ment where 15 families live, has 
been chosen partly because it is on 
the mountain ridge, where there are 
no Jewish towns. Gush Emunim 
secretary-general Daniella Weiss 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The decision to enlarge Eli was 
taken after Gush leaders concluded 
their movement must pass from “the 
stage of spreading out (over the 
area) to the stage of strengthening its 
hold over it,” she said. In delibera- 


tions Gush leaders have held over 
the past few months they concluded 
the positioning of settlements is 
“satisfactory."' 

They were also aware that the 
effort made over the past years to 
settle Jews in the West Bank has 
attracted only 50,000 Jews and that 
they are still heavily outnumbered 
by the nearly 750.000 Arabs. Urban 
settlement is the answer to this prob- 
lem because it can attract large num- 
bers of settlers, as has been the case 
in places such as Ma'ateh Adumim, 
Ariel, Elkana and Ma'aleh 
Ephraim, the Gush Emunim leaders 
believe. 

The expansion of Eli is to be 
followed by the development of 
Eilon Moreh northeast of Nablus, 
Bracha south of that city and Kiryat 


Arba, Weiss said. The Gush is plan- 
ning a Succot march to culminate in 
the laying of a cornerstone at Eli. 

The Gush does not have the binds 
to launch the projected town of 
hundreds of families, but hopes that 
residents will pay for their own 
homes and that eventually the gov- 
ernment will be forced to provide the 
necessary services. Experience 
shows that “in places where Jews 
build homes, the government paves 
roads." Weiss said. 

Nor are there any concrete plans 
for employment, but the move- 
ment’s leaders believe that efficient 
transportation that would enable re- 
sidents to reach Tel Aviv or Jeru- 
salem wi thin 45 minutes would help 
overcome that problem. 


Sri Lanka may get Israeli farm know- how 


COLOMBO (Lankanews). - Israel 
is exploring the possibility of export- 
ing arid-zone agricultural expertise 
to Sri Lanka, an Israeli diplomat said 
here this week. 

Dr. Azriel Kamy, the outgoing 
head of the Israeli interests section at 
the U.S. Embassy in the Sri Lankan 
capital, said Israel is also interested 
in importing bulk tea from the island 
nation. Sri Lanka currently exports 
120,000 tons, or 35 per cent of its 
annual production, to Arab coun- 
tries. 

The Israeli diplomat confirmed 
that Sri Lanka’s trade ban with 
Israel, in effect since 1970, was lifted 


last month. Diplomatic contacts be- 
tween the two countries were re- 
sumed in 1983, with the opening of 
the Israel interests section at the 
U.S. Embassy. 

A spokesman at the Israel interest 
section said that three Israeli experts 
have already completed a pilot study 
on crop diversification in Sri Lanka's 
dry zone, particularly ih new tracts 
opened through * multi-million dol- 
lar irrigation and settlement prog- 
ramme. 

We feel that we can adapt Israeli 
agricultural methods to Sri Lanka.” 
the spokesman told Lankanevls, 
“and have identified what kind of 


crops can be grown here.” He added 
that Sri Lanka’s dry zone has slightly 
more rainfall than Israel. Mean- 
while, Israel's new diplomateic rep- 
resentative in Colombo is due to 
arrive next week. He is Haim Divon, 
who bad previously served in the 
Israeli consulate in Bombay. 

The role of lsraeti expei^ and 
Weir’ qualifications has ’recently' 'been 
challenged by opposition members 
of the Sri Lankan parliament. Most 
vociferous opponents of the Israeli 
presence are members of the Sri 
Lanka Freedom Party, which was 
in power when relations were 
broken in 1970. 


(Continued fronrPage One) 
an international conference could 
have important consequences for 
Middle East peace and for Israeli 
relations with the Soviet Union, he 
said. "Unfortunately, those gaming 
the upper hand in Israel do not seem 
to see things that way.”

inspector of the fraud squad, he was 
left alone for a few minutes “as part 
of the investigative technique.” said 
Kraus. 

It is standard operating procedure 
to leave suspects under investigation 
alone in the interrogation rooms, “as 
long as there are no indications the 
suspect might escape or there does 
not appear to be any danger to the 
suspect,” said Kraus. 

At no time did Albin indicate any 
intention to commit suicide, or to 
escape, and therefore it had been 
quite in order for the two detectives 
questioning him to leave him alone. 

The inspector-general said it was 
impossible to determine whether the 
financier was trying to kill himself 
when he fell from the third-floor 
window. 

No disciplinary action is to be 
taken against the detectives in- 
volved, he said. 

He said that reported remarks by 
the deputy commander of the fraud 
squad. Norman Fait, that “he 
(Albin) should be watched careful- 
ly" were not a reference to Albin's 
mental stale. 

“When Albin came into the police 
station." said Kraus, “one of the 
detectives, who had never seen the 
financier except from the papers, 
commented to another detective 
that “He doesn't look like a tycoon, 
he looks like a simpleton." Fait 
overheard that and told the detec- 


tives that “the simpleton” was not a 
man to take lightly and should be 
watched. 

Kraus was personally angered by 
newspaper reports and editorials 
suggesting that the police were out of 
line in arresting Albin. One after- 
noon paper yesterday suggested -that 
the police only arrest for interroga- 
tion "dangerous criminals.'’ 

“Vast amounts of material in the 
cases” was gathered by the detec- 
tives. Kraus said, in three separate 
investigations into Albin's dealings. 

A spokesman for Kraus refused 
yesterday to confirm or deny the Ata 
connection, but a source in national, 
headquarters said that “when you 
have as much material as we have 
collected, there are bound to be 
more than only one, two or even 
three investigations." 

The third case the police are still 
investigating involves the alleged 
fraud of a company through the 
illegal transfer of highly valued share 
options to another company. When 
the directors of the first company 
learned of the transfer, they deman- 
ded that Albin transfer the options 
back, which he did at a tremendous 
loss to the company, Kraus said. 

Since Albin's death, the police 
investigation has been frozen. 
Albin's death requires an “entire 
new approach," said police sources, 
explaining that while there are still 
avenues open to inquiry, the death 
of a principal suspect makes the 
investigation much more difficult.

In an effort to convince pensioners 
not to cash in their bank shares, the 
Treauiy plans to propose three sav- 
ings schemes to persons willing to 
reinvest the value of their shares. 

According to the arrangement be- 
tween jhe banks and the govern- 
ment. pensioners holding bank 
shares mil be entitled to cash them in 
October. The pensioners' shares are 
worth some $700 million. 

The first two proposed schemes 
involve the purchase of non-tradable 
bonds yielding monthly income link- 
ed to the dollar or to the consumer 
price index for five years. 

The holders of the bonds will not 
be repaid the principal at the end of 
the five years. 

Those choosing the first scheme, 
linked to the dollar, will get 2 per 
cent of the bond's total value each 
month. Under the second scheme, 
income would be 1.85 per cent of the 
bond's value linked to the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI)- 

Hie third alternative involves 
bonds which can be renewed every 
six months. Starting from the second 


day of the year, the bonds would 
earn interest of 1 per cent higher 
than yields offered in other dollar or 
index-linked savings schemes. Bond 
holders have to decide in advance if 
they want dollar or CPI linking. 
Those holding the bonds for five 
years will be able to choose then if 
they want to link them to the dollar 
or to the index.

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Customs Authority favours grant for immigrants

—The Customs Authority is lobbying for - the - 
replacement of customs exemptions for new im- 
migrants with a dollar-linked standing loan and 
the cancellation of exemptions for Israeli emi- 
grants and emissaries who return. 

Customs Director Mordechai Bareket told The 
talem Post yesterday foar foe current system 
L *acn^ly ; invites niisuse" and.must.be replaced by 
a more equitable and efficient system: 

According to Deputy Cu sto msDirect o r Shlorao 
Barkan, fully 200 of the 1 ,600 customs employees 
- devote ail their time to granting customs exemp- 
tions to immigrants, returning emigrants, return- 
ing emissanes, the handicapped and other such 
groups. H the system were changed, these em- 
ployees could be retrained and sent out to collect 
taxes due from those who are evading payment. 

A state employee who served the government 
abroad was caoght several .months ago with an 
undeclared video tape-recorder and a TV stashed 
in ^refrigerator he brought back along with other 
household goods, he purchased abroad aad sent 
home in a container. According to Barkan, the 
person was dismissed from the public service and 
fined. 

Over the years, many new immigrants have 
been exploited by merchants, friends and neigh- 
bours who asked them to purchase durable goods, 
using their immigrant customs privileges for items 
that they had not intended buying. Commenting 
on reports that Ethiopian olim have begun to be 
used for this purpose, the customs officials said 
they weren’t aware of it but that they wouldn’t be 
surprised if it were so. They promised to check it 
but. 

Under the present “abused" system, a new 
immigrant may bring his household goods into the 


country in up to three separate shipments from his 
last country of residence during his first. three 
years ini the country, without paying customs duty 
on them. He may also purchase durables imported 
from abroad if they are listed as approved by 
customs. Many olim bought things they had no 
need for because they didn’t want to miss out on 
their privileges, Barkan said. 

Barkan cites two examples: an 80-year-old 
woman who bought a customs-exempt motorcy- 
cle, and a single young man who imported a giam, 
side-by-side refrigerator. 

Three years ago, a committee comprising repre- 
sentatives of the customs, the Treasury, the 
Jewish Agency and the Absorption Ministry re- 
commended that instead of granting customs 
exemptions on seven basic household items - from 
TVs to refrigerators - the immigrant be given a 
standing loan of some 56,000 to pay customs on 
whatever he decided to purchase, if the immigrant 
left within five years, he or his guarantors would 
have to pay the sum back. 

. ' The oleh would still be able to bring in his 
household goods, including furniture and other 
personal items, and the customs exemption for a 
car would continue to exist. 

The new system, say the officials, would en- 
courage immigrants to buy Israeli-made products, 
as they could save money from the standing loan 
by buying locally produced goods that do not 
require payment of customs. 

Barkan says that the stogie immigrants, who are 
discriminated against and allowed to bring fewer 
goods, would be given the same-sized standing 
loan, “because a single person has to use the same 
stove, refrigerator or TV. " The new system would 
also eliminate much of the red tape today faced by 
olim who must visit a customs office to receive an 
exemption every time they want to buy a 
durable household item without paying customs. 


According to Bareket, Absorption Minister 
Ya'acov Tsur was “very favourable" toward the 
proposal in initial meetings with him. but that he 
was “cooler” to the proposal after meeting with 
heads of immigrant associations. ’ 

According to Absorption Ministry officials. 
Tsur now opposes the new system because “the 
olim associations are against it.” Jewish Agency 
aliya department chairman Haim Aharon said he 
opposes the change because “the olim associa- 
tions are against it, and because olim might spend 
all the money from the standing loan at once.” 

But according to Joe Wemik , executive director 
of the largest and most influencia] association, the 
Association of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel, the roof body of olim groups has not yet 
voiced any official position on the matter, the 
AAC1 is still in the process of studying it nnd/as a 
result of The Post’s queries, will ask to hear about 
it directly from Bareket. 

As for returning state emissaries, a senior 
Foreign Ministry official said recently that if 
customs benefits were cancelled for diplomats 
returning from posts abroad, “it would mean the 
end to my foreign service staff.” Barkan dismisses 
this claim. Emissaries don’t have to sell the entire 
contents of their household and buy new goods 
abroad, but rather should store their goods here, 
he said. 

As for yordirn who want to bring back all their 
household goods without paying tax. customs 
officials believe that the benefit only encourages 
Israelis to emigrate by awarding a prize to those 
who leave. 

Barkan revealed that the customs is in th-:

- Ten per cent fewer 
immigrants came to Israel during the 
first six months of 1985 than during 
the same period last year, Jewish 
■Agency aliya department chairman 
Hahn Aharon said yesterday. 

Aharon criticized the Absorption 
Ministry for moving slowly in pro- 
viding permanent housing for im- 
migrants. 

Immigration from Eastern 
Europe dropped by 40 per cent, 
from Latin America by 25 per cent, 
from Western Europe by 15 per pent 
and from North America by 20 per 
cent, Aharon told a press luncheon 
here. 

Increased emigration from Israel, 
the economic crisis and reports, of 
surging unemployment, and a de- 
cline in funds for absorption prog- 
rammes were behind the foil in aliya, 
be said.

There are about 1,700 immigrant 
families- about 7.

Unpaid shipyard workers block road

HAIFA. - Hundreds of Israel Ship- 
yards workers blocked the main 
Kiryat Haim Haifa route through the 
bayside industrial quarter yesterday 
morning for nearly three hours, 
causing . widespread disruptions to 
traffic. 

The demonstrators, who barri- 
caded the road outside the entrance 
to the yards with a giant steel girder, 
trailers and blazing tires, were pro- 
testing against the non-payment of 
their July salaries: 

More than 150 police and Border 
Police equipped, with riot gear and 


water cannon were rushed to the 
scene to restore order. 

: The protesters dispersed at about 
1 p.m. after Haifa district police 
chief Ya'acov Haviv warned that the 
police would use force to clear the 
road. The equipment was returned 
to the yardswhile a police bulldozer 
removed the blazing debris. . 

Later in the afternoon shipyard 
. workers invaded the Treasury’s 
offices in Jerusalem and demanded a 
- meeting with Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i. At first he refused, but 
after a short debate he agreed to 
meet representatives. 

The shipyards have enough orders 


to keep the plant busy for 12 months 
but there are problems with cash 
flow. Management and the works 
committee have appealed to the gov- 
ernment for financial aid to help 
them overcome the present difficul- 
ties. 

Employees were due to be paid 
yesterday bur instead received a let- 
ter from management informing 
them that there was no money and 
no chance of them getting their salar- 
ies. 

The workers, whose wages were 
delayed last month for similar 
reasons, warned that yesterday’s dis- 
turbances will be followed by other 
drastic actions unless they get paid.

Refusenik Roald Isaakovich 
(Alik) Zelichenok is to go on trial 
today in Leningrad, charged with 
“slandering the Soviet system” and 
disseminating “anti-Soviet prop- 
aganda.” it was learned hero yester- 
day. 

Zelichenok, 49, an electrical en- 
gineer, first applied for permission 
to leave for Israel with his wife, 
Galina Babrina. in 1978. He was 
refused and has been repeatedly re- 
fused permission since then. He was 
arrested on June 11, 1985. charged 
under Article 190 of the Soviet cri- 
minal code, and placed in Lening- 
rad's Kresty prison. 

Article 190 provides for a term of 
three years at forced labour for those 
convicted of “producing and distri- 
buting information deliberately 
slandering the Soviet state system" 
and “anti-Soviet propaganda and 
agitation.” according to Lev Utens- 
ki, a friend of Zelichenok who has 
been in Israel for several years. 

Utenski said yesterday the charges 
are based on letters Zelichenok 
wrote to him and others that were 
confiscated by the Soviet censor and 
handed to the KGB. 

When official harassment of 
Zelichenok started, he assumed it 


was because of the letters he had 
written in November and Decem- 
ber. The refusenik then wrote to 
Utenski explaining what he had writ- 
ten in the confiscated letters, which 
were personal and “contain not a 
single word about the USSR." 
Utenski told The Jerusalem Post. 

“This is an altogether new step for 
the authorities,” Utenski said. “This 
is the first time since Stalin that the 
authorities have been openly confis- 
cating mail for political purposes. 

“What they want to do is destroy 
the link between aliya activists and 
people abroad, especially in Israel.” 
Utenski said. 


Zelichenok has conducted Heb- 
rew classes in his apartment and is 
known as one of the most deter- 
mined aliya activists in Leningrad. 
The Soviet authorities Tailed to 
break him through threats, and now 
seem bent on sending him to a prison 
camp. The Post was told. 

Zelichenok is one of approximate- 
ly 700 Soviet Jews holding Israeli 
passports to back up their requests to 
emigrate on the grounds of repatria- 
tion. Utenski explained. 

Zelichenok is suffering from a 
kidney disease. His friends fear that 
he may not survive the rigours of 
forced labour camp.

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday received from the State 
Attorney’s office the investigative 
material in the alleged attackonnews 
photographer Rahamim Israeli by 
policemen. Zamir is to give his opin- 
ion within a few days on w hat action , 
if any, should be taken against the 
policemen involved. 

The photographer was arrested 
last month on the Tel Aviv prom- 
enade and afterwards claimed he 
was beaten, cursed and stepped on. 
A police internal investigation found 


that Israeli had been dragged down a 
set of staiis but not beaten. 

The attorney-general is to decide 
whether the policemen should be 
charged and whether they should be 
tried in a civil court or the. Police 
Disciplinary Court.

An official representative of the 
director-general of Unesco yester- 
day gave the opening lecture in a 
series of sessions marking the 850th 
anniversary of die birth of Maimo- 
rrides, at the Ninth World Congress 
of Jewish Studies at the Hebrew 
University’s Mt Scopus campus. . 

Andre Bertels, “who in addition to 
his Unesco duties is a Soviet profes- 
sot of Iranian and Arabic studies, 
stressed the depth of Unesco’s in- 
volvement in thus celebration of the 
Maimorades anniversary.

Unesco's executive board had Unani- 
mously adapted a resolution on the 
celebration of the.

seconded by India and Pakistan. 

The resolution had recalled “that, 
the ceaseless effort to^achievepeaee . 
and international understanding is . 
built on active dialogue between 
cultures, that all civilizations are part 
of one common heritage and that 
one of Unesco’s major aims is to 
promote their mutual enrichment.’’ 
Maimonides, the resolution 
noted, “worked at foe meeting point 
of the great civilizations of his time 
and made an outstanding contribu- 
tion to the dialogue between cul- 
tures." 5 ?. .. . 
“The roiportant thing about the

resolution," Bertels told The Jeru- 
salem Post afterward, “is that, for 
the first time since 1973, Unesco 
adopted a positive resolution con-

He noted further that his visit is 
the second by a Unesco representa- 
tive this year. In May, Maria Vul- 
canesco of the U.S. was sent by foe 
director-general .to Jerusalem to par- 
ticipate in the Sixth Philosophical 
Encounter, also dedicated to 
Maimonides.

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Riots erupt in Durban 
over Mxenge’s murder 


JOHANNESBURG. - Rioting 
erupted in Durban’s black townships 
yesterday as youths waged street 
battles with police, erected burning 
barricades in roads and set alight a 
school, houses and trucks, witnesses 
and police said. 

The unrest broke a relative calm in 
Durban that has prevailed there 
through the past 1 1 months of rioting 
elsewhere in the country and left 
more than 500 blacks dead. Durban 
is outside the state-of-emergency 
area proclaimed July 20 in riot-torn 
areas. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria, 
meanwhile, said the number of activ- 
ists detained under the sweeping 
emergency powers had fallen sharp* 
iy. with the release of 342 more 
activists since Tuesday against 22 
more detentions that cut the number 
of those still held to 862, down from 
1 ,459 earlier this week. 

The trouble in Durban apparently 
resulted -from the assassination last 
Thursday of Victoria Nonuamezelo 
Mxenge. a prominent black defence 
lawyer and activist, widely believed 
by opposition groups to have been 
the work of a pro-government death 
squad. She was shot and bludgeoned 
to death outside her home in Umlazi 
township, four years after the similar 
slaying other husband. 

Residents of Umlazi, south of 
Durban, yesterday reported some of 


the worst violence the area has seen 
in the recent unrest, also linked to 
protests over the murder of Mxenge. 

Residents said youths in Umlazi 
were clashing with police, who 
yesterday reported firing teargas and 
rubber bullets at “hooligans’* who 
stoned cars and built street barri- 
cades. 

People returning home from work 
Tuesday night and going to work 
yesterday were attacked by teena- 
gers who are boycotting school and 
who say adults should stay away 
from work, the residents said. 

The bus company withdrew its 
service from the township after only 
15 minutes yesterday after one of its 
drivers was stabbed and critically 
injured and four others were 
assaulted. 

In the rural Orange Free State 
town of Brandfon. banned activist 
-Winnie Mandela's house was in a 
shambles a day after police fired 
tear-gas inside to drive out demon- 
strators who took refuge there. 
Police have arrested 30 people in- 
cluding^ Princess Khumalo. 

Ms. Mandela, wife of jailed Afri- 
can National Congress president 
Nelson Mandela, was in Soweto, 
near Johannesurg, at the time. She 
returned home with her lawyer 
yesterday morning and took her own 
children and those of her sister back 
to Soweto. (AP, Reuter)

Egypt’s absence to be felt at Casablanca summit 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Egypt, shunned 
by most Arab stales for six years for 
signing a peace treaty with Israel, is 
displaying official indifference over 
this week's Arab summit. 

But the most populous Arab coun- 
try appears likely to loom large over 
the Casablanca meeting of Arab 
leaders, which openedvesterday de- 
spite the absence of President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Egyptian commentators and fore- 
ign diplomats reckon leaders at the 
summit, the first since 1982, are 
likely to discuss readmission of 
Egypt to the Arab fold, informally at 
least. 

“Egypt's absence has debilitated 
the Arab nation, politically, strategi- 
cally and economically," wrote 
Mahfbuz el-Ansari, editor of the 
Al-Gomhouria. 

“So the proposed Arab summit 
should face facts and work to restore 


the image of the Arab nation by 
reinstating Egypt's leading role." 

Government officials made dear, 
however, that Cairo was not actively 
seeking readmission to the Arab 
League or asking any summit partid- 
pant to do so on its behalf. 

“If any decided of its own accord 
to discuss it. that's its business, 1 * one 
commented. 

The officials restated Egypt's 
hope that the summit would come up 
with a basis for Arab cooperation 
and said this was the only important 
issue at present. 

Egypt was drummed out of the 
Arab League, and all Arab states 
except Oman, Somalia and Sudan 
cut ties when it signed the peace 
treaty with Israel in 1979. 

The league, now headquartered 
in Tunis, was then based in Cairo. 
Despite Egypt’s expulsion, more 
than 200 League staff, mostly Egyp- 


tians. still work in its big office block 
here. 

Some senior Egyptians believe 
that even if Arab states were to stop 
ostracizing Egypt, it would be hard 
for Cairo to rejoin. 

“It is not in the interests of Egypt 
or the Arabs that Egypt should be 
readmitted to the Arab League," 
said Mahmoud Riad, the League’s 
last Egyptian secretary-general. 

Interviewed by the ol-Ahram , be 
cited the Arab boycott of Israel as a 
problem, saying it would be hypocri- 
tical for Egypt to shun the Jewish 
state after having pledged peace with 
it. 

Egypt, a major U.S. ally, has 
carved itself a new niche in Arab 
diplomacy since Jordan restored 
relations last year. 

Mubarak backed King Hussein’s 
accord last February with PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat on joint efforts to get 
Middle East peace talks started. 


While other Arab states have been 
slow to follow Hussein’s lead, Iraq 
has intensified contacts with Cairo. 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, Algeria, 
Morocco, Tunisia and most Gulf 
states maintain finks through “in- 
terests sections" in non-Arab 
embassies here. 

Jordan and the PLO appear to be 
the Casablanca summit participants 
most likely to raise the question of 
Egypt’s rehabilitation. 

The main opponents are Syria and 
Libya, neither of which is expected 
to attend the meeting organized at 
the initiative of Morocco’s King Has- 
san. 

Originally proposed to discuss the 
recent fighting in Palestinian camps 
in Lebanon, the summit is now also 
due to review the troubled relations 
within the Arab world. 

There are 21 members in the Arab 
League without Egypt.

The 28-year-old man produced a hospital note saying be suffered from 
Aids (Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome) and threatened to bite the 
policemen unless they let him leave . 

He was driven home when none of the officers wanted to stay near him and 
no hospital would admit him. 

The radio said he was expected to lose his driver's licence. 


BBC silenced for first time 
after IRA broadcast banned 


LONDON. (Reuter). - The BBC ex- 
ternal services, which' broadcast in . 
English and 36 other languages to an 
estimated 100 million Listeners, was 
silenced yesterday for the first time 
in its 53-year history. 

Striking broadcasters blacked out 
news programmes to Britain and the 
world In protest against a 
government-requested ban on a 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
documentary about Northern Ire- 
land. 

The one-day strike affected televi- 
sion and radio broadcasts by the 
publicly funded BBC, commercial 
televison programmes and much of 
local radio. 

The dispute was over a derision by 
the BBC'S board of governors to ban 
the scheduled showing yesterday of a 
programme that includes an inter- 
view with the alleged chief of staff of 
the Irish Republican Army (IRA), 
Martin McGuinness. 

The governors' ban, reaffirmed 
Tuesday, overruled the decision' of 
the BBC’S editorial managers that 
the broadcast should go ahead, and 


prompted speculation some might 
resign. 

The broadcasters, whose strike 
action is backed by the main journal- 
ists’ organization, the National Un- 
ion of Journalists, allege the state- 
appointed governors bowed to 
pressure from the government of 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

The governors banned the 
documentary. At the Edge of the 
Union after taking the rare step of 
viewing it in advance of its broad- 
cast. 

The documentary examined the 
views of extremists on both sides of 
the sectarian divide in Northern Ire- 
land in interviews with McGuinness 
and Protestant hardliner Gregory 
Campbell. Both are elected mem- 
bers of the Northern Ireland Assem- 
bly. 

In the interviews. McGuinness 
said that freedom for the Irish peo- 
ple could only be brought about by 
force of arras, while Campbell 
states: “You (will) either be killed by 
the IRA or kill them, and I want to 
see them dead." 


Explosives found off Maltese beach 


VALLETTA (Reuter). - Maltese 
authorities believe gelignite disco- 
vered on a seabed was put there to 
sabotage a new breakwater to be 
built there, officials said yesterday. 

The gelignite w.as found on Tues- 
day shortly after former prime minis- 
ter Dom Mintoff and a group of 
officials of the 2.000-metre project 
left the area. 

The Information Ministry said the 
gelignite, in about 17 metres of wa- 
ter, would have exploded under the

Priest sued for disclosure 
of woman’s confession she stole 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter). - A 
woman has named her priest in a S5 
million lawsuit which claims he 
violated the sanctity of confession by 
revealing that she had embezzled 
from the church. 

In the suit filed Tuesday, Sheridan 
Anne Edwards, 38. alleges that she 
confessed to rector William Rankin 
that she had taken $28,000 from the 
Women's Guild of St. Stephen's 
Episcopal Church in Belvedere. 
California. 

He then consulted the church's 
governing body which turned the 
case over to police, she said. As a 
result, she was convicted of embez- 
zlement and is waiting to begin a 
seven-month jail sentence. 


‘ - Edwards' lawyer, Patrick McMa- 
hon, said the woman paid back the 
money before her trial and was upset 
that the priest foiled to keep her 
confession a secret. 

McMahon said the lawsuit accuses 
the rector, along with other church 
members, of causing emotional dis- 
tress, fraud, invasion of privacy and 
negligence. 

Edwards said she took the money 
while working as a volunteer book- 
keeper for the guild. She said she 
turned to the priest for forgiveness. 

"He was angry and shouted at me 
that this was a case of grand larceny 
and what I needed was a good attor- 
ney," she said. 


‘High and wide’ conspiracy 
said behind Aquino murder 


MANILA (Reuter). - A Philippine 
lawyer said yesterday the murder of 
opposition leader Benigno Aquino 
was a “high and wide" conspiracy 
involving high-ranking military and 
civilian officials. 

Lupino Lazaro. lawyer for the 
family of Rolando Gatman. blamed 
by the military for the killing, said he 
had evidence the state-owned Philip- 
pine Airlines (PAL) was instructed 
“to abort the flight the moment it is 
discovered Aquino is on board." 


His claim followed the release in 
Manila of a U.S. Air Force log book 
record showing Philippine air force 
fighters were scrambled about 90 
minutes before Aquino arrived at 
Manila Airport from Taipei. 

It said a Philippine major had 
reported an order to scramble and 
divert an incoming flight from Hong 
Kong to an air base north of Manila. 

The page was released by the 
Foreign Ministry which obtained it 
from the U.S. Embassy. 


Eight South Pacific nations 
create nuclear-free zone 


RAROTONGA, Cook Islands 
(Reuter). - Australia, New Zealand 
and six small South Pacific island 
states signed a treaty late Tuesday 
declaring a nuclear-free zone cover- 
ing most of the Pacific Ocean south 
of the equator. 

The agreement, dubbed the Trea- 
ty of Rarotonga, was agreed and 
signed on the 40th anniversary of the 
atom bomb attack on Hiroshima. 

It bans ownership, use, stationing 
or testing of nuclear devices and the 
dumping of nuclear waste, but

The treaty was proposed last year 
by Australian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke who yesterday called the 
adoption a “remarkable achieve- 
ment.” 

The forum will now ask the five 
nuclear powers, the U.S., Soviet 
Union, France, China and Britain, 
to sign protocols committing them to 
observe the treaty. 

France has a nuclear test site in 
French Polynesia and is not expected 
to sign more than one of the pro- 
tocols. but Hawke and New Zealand 
Prime Minister David Lange said 
they are confident of support from 
the other powers. 

10 killed in guerrilla 
attack in Turkey 

ANKARA (Reuter). - Ten people 
were killed in a village in eastern 
Turkey when separatist guerrillas 
attacked their homes wifh hand gre- 
nades and machine-guns, a Turkish 
news agency reported yesterday. 

If confirmed, the incident would 
be the worst of its kind since - Kurdish 
guerrillas began a series of attacks 
last August. 

At least 80 guerrillas, 45 troops 
and 60 civilians have now been killed 
in incidents involving the rebels. 


Terrorist killed by 
own rocket in 
Northern Ireland 

LONDONDERRY, Northern Ire- 
land (AP). - A suspected terrorist, 
was killed and another badly injured 
when a home-made rocket exploded 
prematurely, police said yesterday. 

The device' detonated as an 
armoured police Land Rover passed 
through the city centre Tuesday 
night, a police spokesman said. He 
said a number of shots were fired at 
the Land Rover at about the same 
'time. 

Yesterday morning, a van bomb 
exploded without warning outside a 
creamery in Newtownhami Iton , in 
South Armagh, near the border with 
the Irish Republic. There were no 
reports of injuries but extensive 
damage was done to nearby 
businesses and homes, a police 
spokesman in Belfast said. 

There 'was no immediate claim of 
responsibility for either attack. But 
suspicion fell on the Irish Republi- 
can Army, fighting to end British 
role in Protestant dominated North- 
ern Ireland and merge the province 
into the overwhelmingly Roman 
Catholic Republic of Ireland. 


Italy airlifts police 
to Sicily after 
Mafia-fighter killed 

PALERMO (AP). - The govern- 
ment flew police reinforcements to 
Sicily yesterday to step up the battle 
a gains t the Mafia following the kill- 
ings of a senior police official and his 
bodyguard. 

Officials said Antonino Cassara, 
38, chief of the homicide squad in 
Palermo , and his bodyguard, Rober- 
to D’-Antiochia, 23, were hit by more 
than 100 rounds fired by three 
Soviet-made AK-47 assault rifles 
Tuesday. A second bodyguard was 
wounded. 

The officials said that although 
they had no leads on the actual 
killers, the AK-47 has been used in 
the past by Mafia assassins. 

Cassara had played a key role in 
persuading several Mafia bosses to 
turn state's evidence, including 
Tommaso Buscetta, whose testi- 
mony last year led to the arrest of 
some 200 suspects. - 

Two military transport planes flew 
in about 100 paramilitary carabinieri 
yesterday morning and more rein- 
forcements were expected over the 
next few days. 


Armed man 
killed near 
Mugabe’s office 

HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP). - A 
man armed with" airaxtrand a large 
bunting knife was shot and killed 
yesterday in a chase that began in the 
building that houses Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe’s office, a govern- 
ment spokesman said. 

“He said he wanted to see the 
prime minister and was asked if he 
bad an appointment. Then he 
started 'running around brandishing 
the knife and was shot dead," said 
the spokesman. 

Eye witnesses said the man was a 
middle-aged black who appeared to 
be mentally disturbed . 

Security sources said the man was 
wounded in a chase through corri- 
dors of the building, which is also 
headquarters of the Ministries of 
Foreign Affairs and Economic Plan- 
ning and Development. 

He escaped onto a flat roof over- 
looking a courtyard of the five- 
storey office block, where he was 
shot and killed, they said. 


Mirage faster than 
F-16, India says 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - India’s 
French-made Mirage 2000 fighters 
are faster than Pakistan’s F-16s, Par- 
liament was told yesterday. 

“The maximum speed of the Mir- 
age 2000 is higher than that of the 
F-16 aircraft,” Defence Minister 
P. V. Narashima Rao said. 

Rao said the Mirage’s perform- 
ance characteristics were compara- 
ble to those of the U.S.-made F-15 
and F-16 fighters and Soviet-made 
MiG-29s. 

The first seven of 40 advanced 
Mirage 2000 planes ordered from 
France arrived in India in June. 

. New Delhi had expressed fre- 
quent concern over the supply of 
F-16s and other sophisticated U.S. 
weapons systems to Pakistan, in- 
cluding Hawkeye early warning air- 
craft. 


CULTURAL. - India signed a two- 
year cultural agreement yesterday 
with the Soviet-installed Afghanis- 
tan government of President Babrak 
Karmal. 

Under the pact, the two countries 
will exchange academics, artists, 
journalists, sports teams, films and 
books.

Japanese defence chiefs

The white paper referred to Soviet 
deployment in the Far East of adv- 
anced MiG-31 Foxhound fighters 
and completion of a second trans- 
Siberian railway which would facili- 
tate movement of military supplies 
into the region. 

Defence, the white paper said, 
should be viewed “as part of the 
people’s will to defend the nation 
together with the self-defence 
forces.” 

It noted the goal set in 1976 of 
Japan’s being able to defend its 
.'shores against conventional forces 
alone bad been delayed by con- 
straints on military spending. 

Japan limits its military spending 
to below 1 per cent of its gross 
national product. The report refer- 
red to the limit, but did not specifi- 
cally call for breaching it. 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan's de- 
fence chiefs, seeking to counter anti- 
mflitaiy sentiment, appealed yester- 
day for support of the armed forces 
at a time when growing Soviet milit- 
ary power posed a “latent threat” to 
the nation. 

The call, rare in modern Japan, 
was issued in the annual defence 
white paper, setting out progress to- 
wards the much-delayed goal of 
enabling the country to defend itself 
against limited conventional attack, 
without help. . , 

Recent opinion polls have shown 
less than 10 per cent of the public 
believed Japan's defence forces were 
effective in maintaining security, the 
white paper noted. 

The appeal appeared aimed at" 
countering the anti-militaristic senti- 
ments which have been strong in 
Japan since its defeat in World War 


India ‘keeps options open* 
on Pakistani nuclear efforts 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - India said 
yesterday it was closely watching 
what it said were Pakistan's attempts 
to make nuclear weapons and was 
keeping its options open on counter- 
measures. 

“Our capacity and capability 
should not be under-estimated. We 
have our capacity but we don’t want 
to display it as some others are doing 
across the border" Minister of State 
for External Affairs Khurshed AJam 
Khan told Parliament during a de- 
bate on Pakistani nuclear capability. 

In apparent reference to India's 
underground test of a nuclear device 
11 years ago, Khan said New Delhi 
had shown its capability in 1974 but 
not done anything further. 

He said India remained commit- 
ted to developing nuclear technolo- 
gy for peaceful purposes. 

Khan said the Indian government 
had. definite information that Pakis- 
tan was receiving help from some 
countries for its nuclear programme. 
He said Islamabad had received 200

tons of uranium and financial assist- 
ance from Libya. 

Prime Minis ter Rajiv Gandhi told 
Par liamen t last month that he had 
discussed Pakistan’s acquisition of 
clandestine nuclear technology with 
President Reagan during a visit to 
Washington in June. 

India has refused to sign the non- 
roliferation treaty. Gandhi told a 
ew Delhi news conference last 
month that his government had re- 
jected a Pakistani proposal for 
mutual inspections of the two coun- 
tries’ nuclear installations. 

Minister of State for Science and 
Technology Shivraj Patil told Parlia- 
ment India aims at installing 10,000 
megawatts of nuclear power gener- 
ating capacity by the year 2000. 

The Press Trust of India quoted 
Patil as saying India possessed an 
indigenous nudear fuel cycle and the 
capacity to design, operate, fuel and 
maintain its own nuclear power reac- 
tors. 


Sri Lankan auxiliary force 
to fight Tamil separatists 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - Sri Lank a 
is setting up a 10,000-man auxiliary 
defence force to help the military in 
its fight against Tamil separatist 
guerrillas. President Junius Jayewar- 
dene said yesterday. 

A defence official said the par- 
liamentary force of 100 officers and 
10,000 men would be called out to 
back up the army when required. 

Sri Lanka's regular array has ab- 
out 20,000 men, according to in- 
formed sources, and more are being 
recruited to the security forces as 
guerrillas continue their campaign 
for a separate Tamil state in north- 
ern and eastern provinces. 


Information Minister Anandatissa . 
de Alwis said that the cabinet 
granted a total of 18.5 million rupees 
($151 ,600) to raise the new force and 
fund it for one year. 

Meanwhile, representatives of the 
government, guerrillas and Tamil 
political leaders were preparing for a 
second round of peace talks in Bhu- 
tan’s capital of Thimphu on Mon- 
day. 

An envoy of Indian Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi is due to arrive in 
Colombo today to try to narrow the 
differences between the government 
and the Tamils, who form 13 per cent 
of Sri Lanka’s 15milhon population. 


Woman could be Indonesia’s first astronaut 


JAKARTA (Reuter). —.A woman 
could become Indonesia’s first astro- 
naut after four people were named 
yesterday as candidates to join the 
crew of a U.S. space shuttle mission 
next June. 

The U.S. space agency Nasa will 
evaluate the four and recommend 
which should join the mission, but. 


Indonesia will make the final deci- 
sion. Post, Telecommunications and 
TourisnuMinister Ahmad Tahir told 
reporters. 

The woman named was Pratiwi 
Sudarmono, 33, who has a doctorate 
in genetic biotechnology and lec- 
tures at the Indonesian University. 


Ne Win re-elected Burma party chief 


RANGOON (AP). -The Fifth Con- 
gress of the Ruling Burma Socialist 
Programme Party has re-elected par- 
ty chairman Ne Win, along with all 
members of the nation’s cabinet, to 
the central committee. 


Also re-elected Monday to the 
party’s 280-member central commit- 
tee were Burmese President San Yu, 
Prime Minister Maung Maung Kha 
ana Aye Ko, the party’s general- 
secretary. 


Shuttle ends with smooth landing 


EDWARDS AIRFORCE BASE, 
California (Reuter). - Space shuttle 
Challenger, all but forced back to 
earth when one of its engines shut 
down on liftoff, landed smoothly in a 
swirl of desert dust on a dry takebed 
Tuesday to end an eight-day,- 
trouble-plagued scientific mission. 

The crew of seven, which had won 
an exfra day in space to continue 
studying the sun, clambered down a 
set of portable steps in the sunshine 
and shook hands with ground crew 
members. 

Challenger dropped out of its 


orbit of 305 kilometres, 80 
kilometres lower than intended, 
and, with less fuel on board than had 
been originally anticipated, fired 
small thruster rockets to pull the 
craft down into the earth's gravity. 

With a double sonic boom, heard 
in Los Angeles 160 kilometres away, 
it announced its arrival over Ed-' 
wards Airforce Base in the Califor- 
nia desert before it made a sweeping 
righthand turf) and came in to land. 

Challenger's mission, the 50th 
manned flight of the U.S. space 


programme, had been plagued by 
mechanical mishaps and delays. 

A galaxy of scientific instruments 
was housed aboard the Eiiropean- 
buift spacelab, a 10 metre sleihke 
platform, to study the sun's surface, 
probe the earth’s atmosphere, and 
rearch for clues of “black holes" 

oekeved to exist in space. ' 

But until the final days, the crew 
canid not persuade a $60 million 
tei«cope aiming device to work. 

The telescope finally sent back 
detailed picturesof the sun’s surface.

Mbst of her work over the years 
has been in. individual therapy but 
she has recently conducted an in- 
teresting group' experiment in which 
there was an adult partner for each 
child. The adults were, teachers and 
day-care workers, and the purpose 
of the exercise was to teach them 
techniques whit* they could use in 
their future work: At . the same time, 

their participation was therapeutic 
for the children. 

“The instruction I gave the adults 
was that they should not force their 
young partners - to do anything but 
should inundate them with stimula- 
tion - touching, talking, singing and. 
more. I- would instruct the adults to 
do something, let's say make a cer- 
tain sound or do a. little dance, and 
after a while the children would 
respond.” 

The response was not the kind you 
would get from a non-autistic child, 
such as imitation of the adults’ activ- 
ity, but haphazard. For instance, 
Ophir brought crates of different 
sizes to one lesson. While the adults 
manipulated them in various ways 
according to her instructions, one 
little girl sat in a crate and then 
wandered over to another crate, 
stepped into it. stepped out again 
and repeated the same action at still 
another crate. "When 1 saw her 
repeat it, I decided to use the oppor- 
tunity. I took her band and began 
walking with her from crate to crate, 
stepping into it and out of it, and 
then walking to the next. 1 brought 
another ’couple’ [adult and child] 
into the procession and we moved 
together, singing. The fact that it was 
being done in a group made it 
meaningful instead of random." 

The rule about not forcing the 
children was sometimes difficult for 
the adults. “You wait a long time for 
feedback from these children and 
when it finally comes, when you 
finally reach them, you wanrto keep 
on with it. The important thing,* 
though, is the child's interest, not 
ours, and if the child loses interest - 
even if we want to continue until the

ONE WOULD think that when 
suimtief raurie around inost tjia&hftrs 
would not want to be anywhdr&near 
a classroom, but 35 American 
teachers have paid their own way to 
come to Israel as volunteer teachers 
of English. 

Teachers on Volunteer Service in 
Israel (Tovs) is in its 12th year, and 
the participants - many of whom 
have come for several summers - 
teach aB over Israel. The purpose of 
the programme says Edna Gordon, a 
New York City educational counsel- 
lor, is to bring weaker students up 
to the level of the class they will enter 
in the fall, and also to motivate 
children to want to study more dur- 
ing the coming year.” 

The volunteers teach small groups, 
of usually not more than six students 
per teacher, to allow for special 
attention. Another advantage of 
Tovs is that it enables, students to 
bear the accent of native English 
speakers: most of their regular 
teachers are not. Gordon says that 
all the volunteers -have many years’ 
experience in education. 

Gordon lived here during the 
mid-Sixties and taught English at the 
Hebrew University. She continued 
teaching at the university in the 
summers even after returning to the 
U.S. She was watching a news 
broadcast during the Yom Kippur 
War, when she recognized among 
Israeli soldiers on the TV screen a 
framer student of hers. •‘I came right 
back,” she says and volunteered for 
whatever work was to be found. 

She ended up replacing teachers 
who were in the reserves. “With 
what the Israelis were going 
through, coining to volunteer was 
nothing.” 

When she said goodbye, her stu : 
dents wept. “They hadn't realized I 
was a volunteer. They couldn't 
understand why .I'd come all these 
miles just to help. I promised them I 
would come back and that I would 
bring more teachers. I didn’t know 
how I would do it, bntl promised 
Back in New York Gordon w.as 
active in the United Federation of 
Teachers Union and "through it 
advertised the idea.

end of the song or for some other 
therapeutic or educational reason - 
it’s time to stop.” 

Though the programme was meti- 
culously planned, it produced spon- 
taneity which the children do not 
normally show. In fact, the same 
children at play in- the yard reverted 
to their uncommunicative norm. 
Isn’t it frustrating to Ophir that the 
smiles, whoops of joy and interac- 
tion with others which she succeeded 
in achieving with the group are not 
Carried over into other activities? 

"That is a problem in all work with 
autistic children,” she said. ‘The 
usual means of teaching them is 
behaviourist, with rewards for learn- 
ing there follows specific instruction. 
The child will learn to sit on a chair 
but will only do it in the context in 


which the behaviour was learned. In 
another room, he will not sit on a 
chair.” She said she does not have 
the opportunity to follow the prog- 
ress of the same children over very 
long periods and does not know 
whether the type of treatment she 
offers could lead to achievement on 
a larger scale if kept up long enough. 

In her work with individual chil- 
dren, she tries to develop body 
awareness and distinction between 
seif and others. One child was able to 
identify all the members of bis family 
in family photos except for himself, 
whom he called “little boy." Only 
-after years of treatment did he use 
his own name when he saw his pic- 
tuxe. and even then not in all pic- 
tures. In one picture, he was shown 
climbing the ladders in Ophir' s ther- 


apy room. He identified the picture 
as “Yael’s ladders” with no mention 
of himself. 

The autistic child’s seemingly 
pointless movements are trying to 
tell us something, Ophir said, and 
therapists must learn to read them. 
They must also utilize the connection 
which exists between bodily disturb- 
ances and behaviour problems, us- 
ing progress in one to try to affect the 
other. 

U I learned from them that they 
need very strong stimulation. One 
child forced me to pinch him. I felt 
like a very mean person doing it, but 
I wasn’t doing H for sadistic pleasure. 
I was doing it because it was what the 
child obviously needed... In another 
case, a child was sitting like a little 
Buddha gazing into very strong sun- 
light which would have forced the 
rest of us to close our eyes. Only that 
experience taught him to focus his 
eyes, and once he could do that, it 
was easier to reach him. ” 

For those who do not work with 
autistic children, the achievements 
seem pitifully small in relation to the 


effort expended. Ophir, however, 
doesn’t see it that way at all. “Every 
achievement is as significant as that of 
a paralysed person gening up and 
walking. If the person becomes para- 
lysed again an hour later, you have 
to try to find new ways to break 
through the paralysis." 

She said members of the day-care 
centre staff, who now use some of 
her techniques in their own daily 
work, claim her treatment method 
made them feel “more human.” 
They find it pleasant to arouse some 
sort of response in the children, 
instead of only achieving, at best, 
obedience to instructions' “1 am not 
in any way knocking the behaviour- 
ist approach. It is important and 
necessary. I’m simply offering some- 
thing in addition,” she said. 

She would like to train parents to 
use her methods, though she realizes 
it might confuse those who until now 
have been expected to become be- 
haviourist experts. *Td like to try 
working wirb parents, but nobody 
has asked me yet,” she said.

A union player representative, 
who asked not to be identified, said 
the tentative agreement contained:

A $40 m.-a-year contribution 
from the owners to the players' pen- 
sion fund, up from $15.5 m. The 
players originally had asked for 
$60m.ayear.

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Now: a beer concentrate; 
add six parts soda water 


STRASBOURG (AP). - Fischer, 
the third-la rgest brewery in France, 
has come up with a new product that 
it hopes will put some fizz back into 
the stagnating beer market - a beer 
concentrate. . 

The tawny, thick liquid is the 
latest product to emerge from Fis- 
cher's laboratory. When mixed with 
six parts of carbonated water, the 
reconstituted beer is indistinguish- 
able from real suds even to experts, 
Fischer president Michei Debus 
said. 

Debus said it took the company 30 
years to develop a method of remov- 
ing water from beer without sacrific- 
ing its original flavour and fragrance. 

After trying evaporation and 
freeze-drying, Fischer finally settled 
on a process called inverted osmosis. 
In a high-pressure vat. the beer is 
forced through a molecular sieve 
which separates water and alcohol 
from the brew. 

A similar process is used in some 
■ Arab countries to desalinate sea wa- 
ter. 

Fischer has patented the process, 
but has added a secret technique to 
preserve the beer’s taste. 

“If you tried to dehydrate beer by 
inverted osmosis.” Debus said, “you 
would end up with sweet water.” 

Beer concentrate is the dream of 


brewers all over the world. Debus 
said, because "increasing capacity 
means building new. costly 
breweries.” With the concentrate, 
“one plant can supply bottlers any- 
where on earth,” 

Fischer has sent samples of the 
concentrate to dozens of countries, 
offering an array of brands and fla- 
vors: sweet for the United States, 
bitter for Japan, non-alcoholic for 
Moslem countries, regular and light. 

1 he initial response was very en- 
couraging, Debus said. Fischer 
hopes to sign its first big contract 
□ext month for the distribution of 
reconstituted beer in Japan and is 
negotiating deals with West German 
and Swiss firms. 

Debus said Fischer is likely to do 
most business with countries in the 
Far East and North Africa, where 
brewing beer is either impractical or 
not well established. 

The concentrate will be sold to 
bottling companies, not directly to 
consumers. Bottlers will be required 
to use water specified by Fischer but 
may add alcohol and choose the 
trade name of the final product. 

Debus said that with the concen- 
trate, Fischer hopes to comer 2% of 
the 26-biliion-gallon world beer mar- 
ket. 


70% of mutual funds beat 
the index since January

TEL AVIV. - Seventy per cent of 
the 215 mutual funds beat the cost- 
of-living index in tbe first seven 
months of the current year, accord- 
ing to Meitav, the financial consul- 
tancy firm. 

Meitav bases its calculations on a 
rise in the index of 141.3% in these 
seven months (which includes an 
estimated 23% bike for the month of 
July - whose index will be published 
only on August 15). 

Of the 115 mutual funds, 51 
turned in yields of more than 200%, 
while 36 had yields of between 
141.3% and 200%. 

On the other hand, 64 funds did 
not even keep pace with the index. 
Of these, 41 produced yields of 
120% to 141.3%, and 23 had yields 
of less than 220%. 

During these seven months, the 
best performance went to funds spe- 


cializing in shares, the index of these 
funds rising by 238%; funds spe- 
cializing in foreign currency and 
index-linked bonds rose by only 
130.8% and 128.4% respectively. 

“Flexible” funds rose by 157.9%. 

All returns for the first seven 
months were greatly influenced by 
the introduction of the emergency 1 
economic plan in July. 

The average index of all funds rose 
by 19.5% in July, with those spe- 
cializing in shares soaring by 64.3% , 
those specializing in foreign curren- 
cy rising by only 12.5% (due to the 
virtual freeze in tbe exchange rate 
following the one-time large de- 
valuation); and those funds spe- 
cializing in index-linked bonds rising 
by 18.5%. 

About half of all funds turned in 
favourable yields in July. 

Tbe shekel was devalued in rela- 
tion to the dollar by 16.9% in July. 


Record trade deficit 
for U.S. merchandise 


WASHINGTON. - The U.S. mer- 
chandise trade deficit hit a record 
$33.4 billion in the April-June quar- 
ter, the Commerce Department 
said yesterday. 

The report covered trade on a 
balance-of-payments basis, which 
includes military trade and costs of 
shipping and insurance. 

The worsening trade deficit has 
spurred some members of Congress 
to seek protectionist measures. 

Much* criticism has been levelled 
at Japan, which enjoyed a trade 
surplus of $12.2 billion with the U.S. 
in the most recent quarter. 

The Commerce Department said 
that the further deterioration came 
from declining exports of virtually all 
types of goods and in part stemmed 
from a sharp rise in oil imports. 

The report confirms figures re- 
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deeper deficit of $37.9 billion for the 
quarter when military sales as well as 
costs of shipping and insurance and 
some other items are included. 

Commerce Secretary Malcolm 
Baldridge, commenting on the re- 
port, called for Congress to do more 
to cut the deficit as a way of bringing 
down the value of tbe dollar. 

“Recent declines in the value of 
the dollar will help improve the trade 
balance only in the longer term be- 
cause buying patterns respond slow- 
ly to shifts in exchange rates,” Bal- 
drige said in a statement.

Free shares rise along wide front 


The "free shares” made a com- 
plete and vigorous about-face 
yesterday, rising along a broad front, 
dragging the “arrangement shares” 
with them. Although the index- 
linked bonds showed signs of im- 
provement. they failed to keep puce 
with the free shares. Dollar-linked 
bonds such as Rimon and Gilboa 
turned in a credible performance. 

Financial circles believe that 
yesterday's performance is not a 
technical reaction to the falling 
prices, often heavily especially 
among index-linked bonds, but is 
due to two main factors coming 
together. The first is that in the 
preceding day’s trading a new 
plateau had been reached, and the 
second is the announcements that 
interest rates will be cut within the 
near future by 3% and perhaps by as 
much as 4%. 

“This created a mad rush to get 
out of shekel deposits into a better 
in vestment. ** one broker said yester- 
day. “And the faster one makes the 
move, the better off he apparently 
will be, for if he gets on the ground 
floor of rising prices he will certainly 
get out slightly before prices reach 
their peak.” 

He believed that prices of the free 
shares would continue to rise today, 
but he was unwilling to make any 
prediction about tomorrow, except 
that “some profit taking should be in 
the offing within the next few days.” 

At any rate, the index of the 
“arrangement'* shares rose by 
1.40%, with nearly all “arrange- 
ment” shares rising. As for the ‘free 
shares,” the best show was put up by

the investment companies, whose 
index rose by 4.61%. But os always, 
there were wide variations: for ex- 
ample.

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Dismissals as obsession 


THAT the country’s public service is hideously overstaffed, 
that it is chock-full of disposable manpower and should be 
thoroughly pruned, is a truth almost universally acknowledged. 
But that such a structural reform in the public service, which 
would require the careful elimination of redundant functions 
and departments, could be effected overnight, and that it would 
mightily contribute to the solution of the country’s pressing 
economic problems, such as the yawning government budget 
deficit, is a dangerous illusion. 

The costs of mass firings in the public service are in fact likely 
to be higher, in the short run, than the benefits. And when the 
size of the work force in the public service is taken into account, 
it is clear that even a 3 per cent, let alone a 6 percent, reduction 
in the work force will be massive. 

Behind such dismissals lurks the theory that jobless civil 
servants should, and could, find alternative employment in the 
productive sector. But with the recession already casting its 
dark shadow, the productive sector is offering few jobs to the 
unemployed. To qualify at all, most civil servants will have to 
undergo a period of retraining, which would cost the Treasury 
plenty without necessarily assuring work in the end. 

Unemployment benefits amount to less than ordinary wages, 
but severance pay may in some cases amount to several years' 
salaries. How all this would appreciably reduce the budget 
deficit is a mystery. 

When the government first launched its programme of 
dismissals. Treasury sources let it be known that they had long 
ago readied detailed plans for the happy occasion. But the lists 
of sackings so far decreed, or even merely proposed, reveal 
anything but thoughtfulness. On die contrary, they offer 
evidence of a process of selection so arbitrary and inhumane 
that it could only have been presided over by a mindless 
computer. 

That is the charitable interpretation. Less charitably it could 
be suggested that the lists show at least traces of the settling of 
scores by superiors with their underlings, and of attempts by 
male bosses to rid themselves of female employees. 

Several alternative proposals to outright dismissals have 
been put forward, only to be rejected by the Treasury. The 
Histadrut has proposed a five-day week, with correspondingly 
lower salaries. A former Treasury budget director has prop- 
osed a shorter working day, which should especially appeal to 
working mothers with small children. In several quarters it has 
been observed that enormous savings could be effected by 
cutting down on the monstrously inflated “perks” enjoyed by 
high-ranking officials who, though otherwise incorruptible, 
have completely obliterated the dividing line between public 
property and private use. 

But Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i has set his mind on 
sackings, and Premier Shimon Peres has backed him to the hilt, 
carrying the whole government along. So sackings there must 
be. 

There is. however, one technical hitch in the implementation 
of the programme. Having given up, at least for now, on 
pushing it through with the aid of emergency regulations, Mr. 
Peres opted for cooperation with the Histadrut. That was 
Yisrael Kessar's own initial demand: dismissals in the public 
sector only within the framework of existing labour contracts. 
This was granted, and on Sunday night Mr. Kessar also agreed 
to “recommend" to the public sector unions that they consent 
to shorten the dismissal process from the regular two or three 
months to a mere three weeks. 

Mr. Kessar did so reluctantly, however, having already 
vented his displeasure at being invited to act as a party to a 
programme of dismissals - which, as Mr. Moda'i himself 
conceded, was not a fit role for the Histadrut 's secretary 
general. But now the public sector unions have in any case 
served notice that they would not consent to a shortening of the 
firing process, since they would rather have no firings at all. 

This leaves the government - meaning, in effect, Mr. Peres 
and Mr. Moda’i - no choice but to ram the programme through 
by any means available. If they are truly persuaded, despite the 
substantial evidence to the contrary, that it is essential.

Creating a cause 
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Dry Bones 


at any price

THE INCREASING polarization in 
Israel society has been largely due to 
the far-right and “racist” elements. 
But there are occasions when 
the extreme left also makes its con- 
tribution to thfs polarization. I am 
referring to the debate surrounding 
the killing of the terrorists in the bus 
hijacking of April 1984. 

In that case, four Palestinian ter- 
rorists hijacked an Ashkelon-bound 
bus and forced it to go to Deir el 
Balah in the Gaza Strip, where it was 
stopped by a special army unit put on 
aldt. In the firefigbt that developed 
the terrorized passengers were freed 
- with one young girl soldier being 
killed. Two of the terrorists were 
killed in the assault. Two others 
were seen to be taken out alive but 
were later reported to have died. 

The dovish weekly Koteret Rashit 
and its editor, Nahum Barnea, have 
since led a media crusade demanding 
that the soldiers involved, and the 
ranking officer present. Chief Infan- 
try and Paratroop Officer Tat-Aluf 
Yitzhak Mordecai, be investigated 
for their role in the incident and be 
tried for illegally killing the two 
terrorists. 

The military and political estab- 
lishments were deeply embarrassed 
by the whole affair and by the facts 
revealed by the media, especially by 
published photographs showing one 
of the terrorists being led away from 
the bus alive. 

A series of foot-dragging inves- 
tigations took 15 months. The last 
such inquiry, headed by State Attor- 
ney Yonah Blatman, reportedly has 
now submitted a recommendation to 
the attorney-general not to charge 
Tat-Aluf Mordecai with manslaugh- 
ter. Kol Israel, in reporting this, 
added that he alight yet be charged 
with use of force and improper con- 
duct. 


of the critics find fault with the fact 
that two terrorists were killed in the 
assault. What is being criticized is 
the dear fact that the two not killed 
outright -were subjected to an ex- 
treme buffeting that resulted in 
their deaths. 


Citizen’s Rights Movement MK 
Ran Cohen (himself a senior army 
officer) congratulated Tat Aluf Mor- 
decai for being cleared of the 
charges. He went on, however, to 
call on Prime Minister Peres and 
Defence Minister Rabin to find out 
who was responsible for “murdering 
the two terrorists,” and -to bring 
those responsible to trial. 


Let me respectfully submit that 
the concept “murdering terrorists" 
is a contradiction in terms. I have 
nearly been tempted to resort to the 
analogy of wild animals. But I have 
nothing against wild animals, and I 
certainly do not believe they should 
be killed. . 


Terrorists, however, are man- 
killing animals. As such, they cannot 
be murdered. They can. and must, 
be expunged from human society. 


TO MY MIND the entire affair is a 
case of a system gone haywire. None 


Terrorists are not enemy soldiers. 
The rales of warfare concerning the 
treatment of prisoners should not 
pertain to them. For they are kno- 
wingly out to kill and to maim de- 
fenceless civilians. 

It is because so many potential 
terrorists live among us and find it so 
easy to attack us at our visible weak 
points, that the rules of warfare, and 
even the legal constraints of anti- 
criminal police action, should not 
apply to them. 

Ideally, potential terrorists should 
be made to live with the perception 
that they will be torn limb from limb 
by the enraged citizenry on whom 
they seek to prey. 

Terrorists, as opposed to enemy 
soldiers, should be classified as out- 
laws, in the biblical sense of damn 


mutar (the shedding of his blood is 
permitted, and even enjoined, upon 
every one of us). 

Admittedly this is pretty macho 
talk. But it is an essential point of 
view we must internalize if we are to 
succeed in our fight against the 
scourge of terrorism. Terrorists have 
never been a threat to the State of 
Israel; they have been a threat to 
Israelis and Jews as individuals (and, 
yes, to Palestinian and Israeli Arabs 
as individuals, too). 

After the murder of the two 
teachers from Afula and the shame- 
ful anti-Arab pogrom in the town, I 
asked a dovish colleague, “what 
would you have done had this hap- 
pened to your own son or daugh- 
ter?’’ 

“I would have killed the terrorist 
murderers with my own hands,” he 
said. 

I don’t know whether I or my 
colleague would actually be capable 
of doing just that. But I am grateful 
that someone else is capable of doing 
just that for us. Neither Tat-Aluf 
Mordecai nor any of the soldiers who 
risked their lives in the freeing of the 
bus hostages were in any way remiss 
in the performance of their 'duties. 
Interrogation of the captured terror- 
ists. by any means, inducting torture, 
in order to discover the details of the 
booby-trapped satchel and of the 
grenade still on the bus was essen- 
tial. 
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If there was anything reprehensi- 
ble in this entire affair, it was the 
crusade by parts of the media against 
the army and the military establish- 
ment and the embarrassment which 
the latter evinced. 


THE ONLY reason captured terror- 
ists should not be killed in the field is 
the hope of forcing such essential 
information from them, and for 
more long-range intelligence pur- 
poses, in the ongoing war against 
terrorism. Ifsomethingwentslightly 
wrong in the interrogation that was 
no reason to harass the soldiers and 
officers who were risking their lives 
in doing their duty for the rest of us, 
who are the potential victims of 
these man-killing animals. 


There was no need for all this 
pussy-footing and foot-dragging. 
The death of the two terrorists dur- 
ing the course of such an interroga- 
tion was one of the not unreasonable 
outcomes in such a traumatic en- 
counter. No one should feel guilty or 
be held guilty for it. 

So what does all of this have to do 
with the polarization I spoke of at 
the outset? 

Many dovish leftists are nnable to 
differentiate between the “rights” of 
murderous terrorists and the rights 
of Arabs innocent of terrorist activ- 
ity to security and respectful , treat- 
ment. This inability to differentiate 
is driving many Israelis to argue that 
“I don’t like Kahane, but you have 
to admit there is'something to what 


he says.” 

Koteret Rashit editor Nahum Bar- 
nea said on Educational Television 
this week that there is a direct line 
leading from the events at Deir el 
Balah and the pogrom at Afola. 

The only direct line I can see is 
that leading from the defence of , 

terrorists and the crusade against the - 

army by Koteret Rashit and the 
anguished conclusion by a growing 
number-of Israelis that many of their 
intellectual leaders and opinion- 
makers have deserted them in our 
common fight against the scourge of 
terrorism. 

As a postscript, just think: had the 
two terrorists not been killed, they 
would have stood trial, been found 
guilty and sentenced to long prison 
terms, and been released, let free in 
the recent misguided prisoner swap. 

It is infinitely more just that they 
were killed. jh

THE POOR should be taxed little, 
and the rich should be taxed a great 
deal. Everybody agrees on that. 
How can it be done? The easy 
answer is: tax income. All countries 
do it. but there is a flaw in the 
system. 

The flaw is that wages are easy to 
tax , and capital gains hard. Wages 
are the mainstay of the poor, where- 
as the rich rely on capital gains. So 
income tax hits the poor harder than 
the rich. 

How do we know? By looking 
around us. Even in countries where 
prices are stable and the tax system 
works, an astonishing number of 
people spend money like there is no 
tomorrow. They keep looking for 
ways to get rid of it (houses in town 
and country, posh cars, jewelry, 
foreign travel and whatever else 
there is.) 

The celebrated economist Nicho- 
las Kaldor came up with an idea in 
the Fifties: stop taxing people's in- 
come; tax their expenditure instead. 

For three decades his proposal 
was bandied about (one or two 
under-developed countries applied 
it - unsuccessfully - on Kaldor’s 
recommendation). Last month, Bri- 
tain's Social Democratic Party 
(SPD) officially adopted the expend- 
iture tax as policy, incorporating it 
into its election programme.

he spends it. As long as he does not, 
he harpis no one. The miserly mil- 
lionaire who lives in a three-room 
flit and travels by bus is a public 
benefactor. Heaven forbid that the 
Treasury should interfere - they will 
only waste his money. They would 
be better advised to leave it in his 
hands: he will look after it, because it 
is his. 

The spendthrift millionaire is 
something else. He spends and 
spends to prove how rich he is. The 
labour force is busy supplying goods 
and services for his conspicuous con- 
sumption. That consumption is what 
should be taxed. As long as he puts 
money aside, he should be left alone. 
Once he starts to fritter it away, then 
is the time to pounce. 

The pouncing^ of course, should 
be done progressively. Outlays on 
keeping body and soul together must 
be exempt. Moderate spending 
above that will be taxed lightly. 
Middle-income earners will be 
charged more heavily, as they are 
now. but with a difference. 

Instead of paying away half their 
earnings, they will pay away half 
their expenditure; so the tax comes 
to less than half their earnings - or 
should do. and certainly will do if all 
the money put aside is fax- free. 

As for the big spenders, outlays 
over a certain substantial amount - 
that is, the money going on luxury 
living - should be taxed at something 
like 75 per cent. They will have the 
same privileges as the poor. Their 
necessary expenditure will be taxed 
moderately, but on all the rest the 
axe will fall. Self-indulgence should 
cost them four times the shop price. 

It does not matter where their 
money comes from - wages, capital 
gains, stock-exchange transactions, 
speculation on exchange rates, pen- 
sions, legacies. Once it is used for 
spending, it should be taxed. 


THE PROBLEM is bow to assess 
the sum to be taxed. How many 
people can estimate how much. they 
spent on consumption, say, between 
April 1, 1984 and March 31, 1985. 
Yet that is the sum to be taxed. 

The calculation can, in fact, be 
made indirectly. Under this system. . 
citizens will have to declare their 
income as they do now, from all 
sources. 

A second declaration will then be 
necessary. This will show how much 
of that money was put aside, 
whether in dollar-linked deposits or 
government bonds or stock- 
exchange securities or whatever, in- 
cluding any cash still outstanding in 
current accounts at the end of the 
year. 

The public will have an interest in 
making a full disclosure in this 
second declaration because all of the 
money not spent is tax-exempt. In- 
come (Declaration I) minus savings 
(Declaration II) represents outlay 
on consumption, and this last figure 
is the one that is of interest to the 
revenue officer. 

What if you buy a flat? Answer: 
The first $100,000 of the purchase 
price could be classified as saving; 
anything above that as consumption. 

What if you choose to put your 
money into valuable paintings as an 
investment - should that be regarded 
as consumption? Answer: Yes, for 
the following reason. The seller of 
the paintings will use the money for 
one of two purposes, either as sav- 
ings or consumption. If for savings, 
he will be tax-exempt on the sale; 
therefore he can afford to lower the 
price. 

The buyer will be taxed on his 
outlay, but it should be, under the 
circumstances, a smaller outlay. If 
the seller uses the money for con- 
sumption, there is no tax relief for 
either party. 


How about medical expenses? 
Deductible up to a certain limit, as 
they are now. Family allowances? 
The same. 

What about the taxation of busi- 
ness companies? In practice, the 
flat-rate company tax will have to be 
maintained because it exists and sup- 
plies needed revenue to theTreasury 
(an old tax is a good tax. say experts 
on the subject.) Other countries 
have the same levy, so Israeli com- 
panies would not be at a disadvan- 
tage. 

One day, however, it should be 
dismantled. The result will be to 
lower prices and thus promote con- 
sumption - which should give a fillip 
to the tax on consumption. 

Another question: most income 
tax is currently levied at source. 
Expenditure tax caxr only be assessed 
at tiie end of .the year. Will that not 
complicate the revenue-gathering 
process? 

Answer, many wage earners do 
not save except for their medical 
insurance, pension fund and other 
fringe-benefit deductions made on 
their pay slip. They can opt to refrain 
from reporting, and to pay tax at 
source on all their take-home wage 
(minus these deductions) as they do 
at present. 

Most will prefer to report, in order 
to exploit the tax-exemption by sav- 
ing at least part of their take-home 
earnings. The system of mikdamot, 
or advance tax payments, now con- 
fined to the self-employed, could be 
extended to cover all people who opt 
to report on their savings. 


there is still a complication. Suppose 
the value of our investment grows 
during the year. We make a capital 
gain and spend it. How will the tax 
authorities know? 

It would seem that we will have to 
provide an audited report on all our 
investments during the year - what 
we bought and for how much, what 
we sold and for how much. It isn't 
easy, but then who said taxation was 
easy? 

A distinguished economist at Tel 
Aviv University suggests a different ‘ 
method altogether. Oblige every 
payment of income to be made by 
cheque into our bank account. Then 
all the taxman has to do is go through 
our bank statements throughout the 
year. 

All withdrawals are deemed to be 
for consumption, other than those 
that are earmarked for investments.

THE ADVANTAGE of the ex- 
penditure tax is that it redresses the 
maldistribution of goods as between 
rich and poor. 

Admittedly, it expropriates a 
smaller proportion of a person's cur- 
rently taxable income: but on the 
other hand it latches onto all his 
income, not just the currently tax- 
able part. Today, a person’s spend- 
ing money is taxed not at all if it 
derives from capital gain. Under the •. 
new system it will be taxed in full & 
whatever its source. 

The expenditure tax will do more 
to equalize levels of living, as. 
opposed to levels of ownership. It 
will discourage spending and en- 
courage saving - which in the present 
situation of under-production and 
over-consumption prevalent in 
Israel and nearly all the Western 
world should be an unmixed bles- 
sing.
